Our modern society wWith al its 


speed and mechanization is making us 
all more and more dependent on each 
other not only for our comfortable w way 
of life, but also for our safety and even 
‘our very lives. Any of us who work for 
or with others, or who drive automo- 
biles on our streets and highways, or 
do a thousand and one other things 
that seem very common-place in our 
every day existance hold at one time 
or another someone else's safety in our 
hands. Unfortunately most of us take 
our individual activities so much for 
granted that we often forget this fact 
and become a bit careless thus open- 
ing the way for disaster. 


Recently here in the west we have 
had two tragedies resulting in heavy 
loss of life and. much “suffering ‘n 
which, initial reports have indicated 
that carelessness on the part of some 
individual has been to blame. Ig the 
Leduc Hotel explosion it appears that 
somehow gas was allowed to. flow 
through an open pipe into the base- 
ment, and in the more recent collision 
of a troop train and a fast passenger 
train someone along the line of com- 
munication forgot to insert three very 
important words into a train order thus 
allowing one train to pass its appoiat- 
ed stop and crash into the other. 

In each case it would seem that for 
& moment the persons responsible, in 
the hustle and bustle of their duties, 
forgot their responsibility to their fel- 
low men and became careless. As 4 re- 
sult disaster struck and wiped out the 


j lives of many of the people they were 


duty-bound to protect. They are dif- 


-[ ferent from most of us not in the fact 


that they were careless but rather in 
the results of their carelessness, 

Have you ever stopped’to think how 
much you trust your fellow man and 
therefore how much he truste'you. As 
you ride on a plane or traim or bus 
have you ever stopped to think how 
many men that you never saw and 
never will meet are concerned « with 
your safe arrival? The odds are that 
you never gave it a thought even 
though an error by any one of them 
could do away with you forever. We 
have grown to trust every one of them 
ang their good record has given us 
reason for this trust. 

You may take your car into a garage 
to have the steering répaired. You don’t 
necessarily know the man that does the 
repair for you but you take the car out 
without even inspecting his work and 
push it up to a’ mile a minute on the 
highway without a thought. That's the 
faith on which our present society func 
tions. 

Each one of us in our separate duties 
must try to justify that faith by per- 
forming our jobs as carefully as we can 
even though we cannot see that such 
duties carry much responsibility. We 
are not all train dispatchers, or gas 
company officials or airline pilots with 
a very direct responsibility for the liv- 
es of others, but each of us is a cog in 
a large wheel that indirectly might set 
off a chain reaction that would end in 


"| tragedy. 


A high percentage of our fatal accl- 
dents are cause@ by human error 
someone is careless or makes a mis- 
take. Very few accidents are caused 
directly by failure of a machine or part 
of it. An ‘aroused public opinion will 
not bring back the lives of those who 
have been killed but it will make all 
of us examine our own part in this 
complex modern life and try to do our 
parts in a safer way and thus justify 
the extreme trust that is given us in 
our daily endeavors. ‘ 

Even though you yourself do not see 
how you possibly could endanger the 
lives of others just keep that thought 
in the back of your mind—you are @ 
cog in a very busy and yery dangerous 
machine. Failure on your part might 
endanger that whole machine, Don't 
ever be guilty of letting the rest of us 
down. Be thorough—be careful—be 
safe—and as @ result be happy. 


Precautionary measures which can 
be taken to avold colds include wetl- 
balanced meals, sufficient rest, fresh 
air and cleanliness. Also, avoid contact 
with those suffering from colds.

LIBRARY ASKS 
FOR FURTHER 
DONATIONS 


We have been asked to make a 
special appeal to the people of the 
district for further contributions to 
the local library. Collections so far 
this year have not reached the desir- 
ed level, and further funds are re- 
quired if the Library is to progress 
as it should. Moreover, for every 
dollar donated, the Government pute 
up a further dollar by way of grant 
—so the dollar you donate is worth 
two to the Library Association. 
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During the past few weeks there has 
been a sharp increase in the numbers 
of infectious diseases in the whole area. 
Scarlet Fever has been particularly bad 
in the aréa south of Wainwright while 
Irma has been plagued with’ mumps 
and other areas have had a few cases 
of chicken pox and scarlet fever. Pub- 
lic lrealth authorities wish to. again 
point out the important role of the pay- 
ents in the control of these diseases. 

Our modern system of living with its 
increase in social contacts and particu- 
larly with the congregation of large 
groups of children daily in school buses 
makes the spread of infectious diseases 
much more likely than in years gone by 
The wise procedure of keeping schools 
open so that children may be examined 
daily makes it more important than 


‘ever that parents exercise proper pre- 


cautions at home, 


Most infectious diseases start with 
a head cold, some fever and probably a 
sore throat, Scarlet Fever in particular 
usually. starts with a very sore and in- 
flamed throat. It is therefore wise to 
keep your children at home and Under 
observation for a day or two if any of 
these symptoms occur. 
If your children’ do contract one 
of these diseases you are duty bound as 
a citizen ‘to observe the regulations lald 
down by the department of health. 
MUMPS-4Isolation of the patient until 
the swelling subsides. No quaran- 
tine of others. 

CHICKEN POX—Isolation until § days 
after the appearance of the rash— 
disinfection of discharges from 


nose, throat and skin lessens. No 
quarantine of others, 
SCARLET FEVE lation of — the 


patient for 21 days, Quarantine of 
all contacts under 18 years of age 
for the isolation period of the case. 
Contacts over 18 yeats of age to be 
“excludéd from éccupations invol- 
ving contact with children or oon- 
tact with foods for the isolation 
period of the case. 

Quarantine regulations on must dis- 
eases have been relaxed during the 
past few years to allow the adult mem- 
bers of the family to attend to their 
regular duties. However they do not 
mean that these adults shoul? carry on 
as usual, particularly where scarlet 
fever is concerned. Such contacts 
should avoid association with groups 
of children and would be wise to cur- 
tail social activities, 


The District Health Nurse, Miss L. 

eedy, is moSt co-operative in the 
control of infectious diseases and ‘s 
anxious to see that the spread of thes» 
diseases is controlled. She together 
with the Medical Officers of Health for 
the various towns, villages and the M.D 
will be glad to advise anyone on the 
care and control of these diseases. 


Only by the whole-hearted co-opera- 
tion of all parents can the spread of in- 
fectious diseases be controlled. With 
Christmas coming on your health au- 
thorities urge that everyone help in 
this work of protecting our children. 


Requests For Help 


From Rural Veterans 
Not Numerous 


If applications received by the Army 
Benevolent Fund can be taken as an 
indication, either veterans of World 
War II living in rural areas 4re more 
prosperous than their fellows in the 
cities or they do not have as much 
knowledge of assistance which is avatl- 
able to them through the fund. 


Lt. General J. C. Murchie, ‘Chairman 
of the Army Benevolent Fund Board, 
thinks perhaps the fact that applica- 
tions from rural areas are not numer- 
ous may be a result of both factors but 
in a statement today made it quite 
clear that assistance from the fund is 
just as available to those in rural areas 
as to those located in the large centres 
of population. 

“The Fund, which was built up larg- 
ely through.Canteen profits, must be 
available to all Army veterans from 
World War Ii", General Murchie stat- 
ed, “and wé are most anxious that 
Army veterans in the rural areas take 
full advantage of the assistance which 
can be provided should they find them- 
selves in circumstances where the 
Fung can help.” 

“When the Fund was instituted ‘by 
Parliament in 1947 and the amount of 
roughly $9,000,000 was set aside from 
World War II profits and other sources 
it was stated it was to be spent for the 
benefit of World War II Army veterans 
and their dependents. This, of course, 
means those veterans living in the rur- 
al areas as well as those living in tho

Just me uncertain production is was pretty well shown 
this summer, when the finest crop we have been favored with 
tor many years was first badly damaged by frost and then 
much of it rendered a tangled and almost worthless mass by 
rain, snow and wind. 

‘The market situation is almost as uncertain as the pro- 
duction situation. The farmers, who must undertake the ex- 

of production sometimes months, and sometimes years 
wena he can offer his grain or livestock or sala, cannot fore- 
see with any degree of accuracy what his financial rewards 
will amount to. 

If most of us businessmen were forced to work and pro- 
duce under such conditions, we would find our lot much more 
unpleasant than it is. True, our business varies with the gene- 
ral level of prosperity, and the burden of uncollected or un- 
collectible accounts at times become so heavy as to force clos- 
ing, the average businessman is able, by adjustments in stock 
and in staff,-able to cope with a considerable variation in 
turnover, and still keep out of the red. 

That the farmers’ business has been donuidecahty improved 
by his own efforts in organizing the co-operative 
products there can be no question. This does not mean that 
the co-perative purchasing agencies always pay a higher price 
than do others, but it does indicate that the competition that 
the co-operatives have created has resulted in a general im- 
provement in marketing conditions. 

The farmers, as an important economic group, can, if they 
wish, weild a very substantial influence in every phase of our 
country’s welfare. Carefully prepared submissions to govern- 
ments from an organization such as the F.U.A. carry no small 
amount of weight. The general attitude of the farming popu- 
lation, brought to a focus through its organization and given 
foree through thorough organization can produce valuable 
friut in the improvement of farming practices and conditions. 

The farmer is everything to many small towns, and is much 
-to all towns, large or small, located in farming areas. The towns 
in Wainwright Municipal District are no exception. Their pros- 
. perity must increase or decrease in véry close relation to the 
increase or decrease of the farmers’ prosperity. 

Linked as we are with the farmer, we must all feel a keen 
interest in Kis welfare, both as businessmen and as friends. We 
will watch closely and hopefully the deliberations of the con- 
vention.

There seems to be considerable dis- 
cussién going on in the press regarding 
monoplies and their harmful effect on 
us consumers. At present the bread 
combine ié under fire and not long ago 
the glass boys pleaded guilty and were 

ently slapped on the wrist. In fact 
t is generally recognized that any mon 
oply works towards a higher cust of 
living for us long suffering consumers, 

The strange thing is that the most 
disastrous monoply from the consum- 
ers’ point of view has been entirely 
overlooked, | am referring to the Trade 
Union monoply which has. gradually 
gaineq strength during the last hund- 
red years that it is in absolute control 
today. 

Take our recent railway strike as a 
case ‘in point. The railway employees 
felt they needed more money to meet 
the climbing cost of Hving-—a feeling 


‘| which we consumers were experiencing 


as well. They go on strike to secure 
their demands with the result that 
practically every one of us in Canada 
were adversely affected. Their de- 
mands were partially met and the final 
outcome is under discussion. 

This simply means that the members 
of this Trade Union have held up the 
rest of us for their increased pay as 
freight rates will receive a boost to 
meet their demands, 

It has been pointed out again and 
again that every increase in pay re- 
ceived by the members of any Trade 
Union results in higher prices for the 
products of that particular industry. 
This spiral’ of increasing prices has 
resulted in the present high cost of 
living. Our econmomists  cail.it iofla- 
tion but I am going to show this is not 
the proper name for it. 

The result of higher prices is that 
more money is required for the con- 
sumer to pay for his needs. This in- 
creased money is supplied by another 
manoply by the name of the ankery 
Monoply. 

Has anybody heard of the members 
of the Bankers Monoply shedding tears 
of grief over the call made upon them 
to supply this new money at a fairly 
good interest? 

Now these two monoplies—Trades 
Union and Bankers have worked to- 
‘gether in such a friendly way for so 


long that they are the direct cause of 
our present: mess of inflation. 

Now I have not any objection to any 
worker dissatisfied with his job, quit- 
ting it. But I do object to what is now 
a legal right, his right to a monoply of 
his job.

OTTAWA — Government, wheels in 
this capital.are being run on French 
fried potatpes, ples and pop, a survey 
of the eating habits of the city’s young- 
er civil servants has disclosed. 

They have thrown away the diet 
rules drawn up by their own depart- 
ment of health ang are pushing gov- 
ernment pens and pencils, running the 
country’s typewriters and doing er- 
rands almost entirely on energy gen- 
erated by starches and sugars. 

The survey shows that the middle- 
aged civil servants are different. They 
are taking good.care of their digestive 
system, But not so their fellow wor'- 
ers under 30. 

Hach day Ottawa restaurant owners 
and managers prepare thousands of 
bushels of French fries, bake ‘hundreds 
of pies and stock up their soda foun- 
tains to meet the demands of govern- 
ment clerks, stenos, typists and mes- 
sengers. 

If the craze for sugar and starches 
were just a passing fancy, there would 
be no cause for alarm, but such is not 


|the case. One restaurant owner sald: 


“This kind of thing has been going on 
for some time and the demand for 
these foods is increasing, not decreas- 
ing.” 

Just what is behind this sweet-tooth 
faricy is difficult to answer: Many res- 
taurant owners and managers say it ins 
due to a search for a filling diet rather 
than a nourishing one, due to the pre-

Every municipality, hamlet, 
village, town and city is asked by the 
Alberta Department of Agriculture to 
appoint a local pest control officer who 
will work closely with the district ag- 
riculturist in dn effort to see that every 
rat is destroyed qs it appears in the pro 
vince.

Buying 

Keep nutritional values in mind in 
making your food purchase. Price by 
no means indicates food value, 

Keep up with the current food situa- 
tion. Listen to the radio and watch the 
newspaper for food information and 
market reports, ‘ 

Buy foods which are most plentiful. 
Make sure you need what you buy 
and that you are getting good value, 
Buy by weight or quantity ... never 
ask for “so many cents worth”. 
Compare prices and quality of bulk 
and. packaged foods. The former are 
usually cheaper but often require more 
care in storing. 

Buy by grade when possible and buy 
the quality best suited to your nes. 
Read the labels on canneg and patk- 
aged foods. The label tells you “what” 
and “how much” you are buying. 
Meal Planning 

Avoid monotony in meals by vacying 
the ways you cook ana serve food, Fol- 
low up-to-date cooking techniques for 
good-tasting, attractive-looking meals 
. usually a well-balanced meal is an 
appetizing one. 

Vary colour, texture and temperiuture 
of foods in the meal. Colour attracts the 
eye ang adds interest to the meal. 
Avoid clashes of colour... for example 
do not serve beets, tomatoes and rad- 
ishes together, Texture contrast be- 
tween soft and crisp foods often meaas 
the difference betweén a mediocre ang 
a superb meal. Serve hot foods hot; 
cold foods cold. Create contrast in the 
meal by interspersing cold dishes with 
a hat one or by serving something 
cold, in the way of a salad or dessert, 
in & meal otherwise composed of hot 
dishes. 

Cooking Hints 

Prepare and cook food carefully us- 
ing reliable recipes and measuring all 
ingredients agcurately with standard 
measuring cups and. spoons. 

Season well. Seasonings should bring 
out the natural flavours of a food, not 
mask it, but judicious seasoning mak- 
es the simplest food a treat. ‘ 
Cook cheese, at a low temperature, 
High temperature toughens proteins 
and: therefore makes cheese less eas.ly 
digested. When making cheese sauce, 
add cheese at the last and cook only un 
til melted. 

Any uncooked mixture of cheese, e¢¢ 
and milk to be cooked in the vven, 
should ‘be oven-poached, that is, pla‘:- 
ed in a pan of-hot water, in a moderate 
oven. Scalloped or other cheese -lishes 
made with cooked foods should be bad: 
eq tor only sufficient time to thorough 
ly heat the mixture. 

To use all-purpose flour in place of 
pastry flour, allow two tablespoons icra 
per cup. 4 

The following amounts of starches 
and flours have the sam’ thickeniag 
power: 1 tablespoon cornstarch; 2 
tablespodns all-purpose flour; 1 table- 
spoon plus % teaspoon potato or rice 
flour or wheat starch. 

To avoid lumping in making sauces 
or gravies and in thickening stews, 
first mix the flour, cornstarch, etc., 
with either a little cold liquid the su- 
gar or the creamed or melted fat, then 
combine with liquid and cook, siirr:ng 
until mixture thickens. 

Let roasts' and poultry staaiin 4 
warm place for a short time before 
carving. This allows the meat to ab- 
sorb the juices and makes for more 
economical ang easier carving. 

Before folding egg whites into cake 
or puddings, beat into the whites some 
of the sugar called for in the resipe. 
One tablespoon sugar per egg white 
is a good proportion.
